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NEW  YORK  MEDICAID  DENIED 

In  a 4-3  decision  New  York  State's  top  court,  the 
Court  of  Appeal,  reversed  an  Appellate  Division  de- 
cision which  approved  state  financing  of  the  sex 
reassignnnent  surgery  of  genetic  male  “Denise  R.” 
who  has  maintained  a female  identity  for  18  years. 

The  minority  opinion  of  the  three  dissenting 
judges,  written  by  Justice  Lawrence  Cooke,  said  that 
there  was  a lack  of  medical  evidence  supporting 
denial  of  the  Medicaid  application.  We  have  been 
informed  that  while  this  cannot  be  appealed  further 
in  New  York,  a new  case  will  be  initiated  with 
stronger  medical  evidence  to  support  awarding  sur- 
gical financial  aid. 

This  Court  of  Appeal  decision  which  upheld  the 
original  New  York  city  and  state  departments  of 
social  services  refusal  of  Medicaid  help,  marks 
strong  contrast  to  the  fact  that  twelve  transexuals 
in  the  gender  dysphoria  program  of  a nearby  state 
have  had  reassignment  surgery  performed  in  New 
York  State  financed  by  Medicaid  of  the  state  where 
the  clinic  is  located. 

Note:  We  have  just  been  informed  that  legal 
action  in  the  state  of  California  has  resulted  in  the 
denial  of  Medi-Cal  aid  in  the  financing  of  sex  reas- 
signment surgery.  This  is  a keen  disappointment, 
but  renewed  effort  is  under  consideration. 

LEGAL  PROGRESS 

Three  years  ago  we  were  pleased  to  report  that 
15  states  granted  change  of  name  and  gender  on 
birth  certificates  of  postoperative  transexuals,  most 
of  them  issuing  new  certificates.  Recent  surveys 
conducted  by  EEF  and  New  York  City  attorney 
Richard  D.  Levidow  revealed  that  the  number  has 
increased  to  33. 

Up  to  now,  40  states  have  issued  drivers  licenses 
with  change  of  name  and  gender  on  presentation 
of  required  documentation. 

EEF  was  requested  to  supply  information  in  con- 
nection with  the  introduction  by  Miami  state  repre- 
sentative Ellen  Gordon  of  State  of  Florida  Bill  HB 
3249,  Vital  Statistics,  providing  for  new  birth  cer- 
tificates following  sex  reassignment  surgery.  An  EEF 
representative  was  invited  to  attend  the  Florida 
House  of  Representatives  sub-committee  hearing  of 
the  bill,  which  was  unanimously  passed  by  the  sub- 
committee and  by  the  full  committee  the  following 
week.  It  will  be  presented  to  the  Florida  House  of 
Representatives  in  the  fall. 


LANDMARK  LEGAL  VICTORY 

The  New  Jersey  Appellate  Division  of  Superior 
Court  unanimously  declared  on  March  22,  1976, 
that  an  individual  who  changes  sex  through  surgery 
is  entitled  to  all  the  legal  rights  enjoyed  by  others 
of  the  same  sex,  including  marriage.  Upholding 
a lower  court  decision  in  which  the  estranged  hus- 
band was  ordered  to  pay  $50  a week  in  support. 
Judge  Alan  B.  Handler’s  18-page  opinion  of  the 
court  is  believed  to  be  without  judicial  precedent. 

A marriage  between  a postoperative  transexual 
and  a person  of  the  opposite  sex,  the  court  ruled, 
is  valid  as  long  as  the  transexual  tells  the  partner 
in  advance  about  the  sex-change  operation. 

The  court  rejected  previous  court  rulings  in  this 
country  and  in  England  (the  April  Ashley  case)  in 
which  a person’s  sex  was  determined  solely  by  his 
designated  sex  at  birth  or  by  chromosome  tests. 

“If  the  anatomical  or  genital  features  of  a genuine 
transexual  are  made  to  conform  to  the  person’s 
gender,  psyche,  or  psychological  sex,  then  identity 
by  sex  must  be  governed  by  the  congruence  of  these 
standards,’’  the  court  ruled. 

The  lawyer  for  the  plaintiff,  “Michelle  T.,’’  Joseph 
S.  Conte  of  Paramus,  N.  J.,  said  after  the  ruling 
that  no  court  in  the  United  States  to  his  or  the  ap- 
peal court’s  knowledge,  had  ever  defined  what  is 
a man  and  what  is  a woman. 

EEF,  which  cooperated  in  the  progress  of  the 
case,  commends  the  careful  preparation  which  led 
to  its  favorable  outcome.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  this  court  decision  applies  only  to  the  State 
of  New  Jersey  in  effect.  However,  it  does  take  its 
place  as  a precedent  for  citation.  FLASH!  We  have 
just  been  informed  that  the  N.J.  Supreme  Court  has 
denied  request  for  further  appeal,  thus  validating 
the  Appellate  Court's  upholding  the  legality  of  Mi- 
chelle’s marriage  and  legal  rights. 

NEW  JERSEY  NEWS 

Until  recently  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  has 
been  adamant  in  refusing  any  requests  concerning 
revised  birth  certificates  for  postoperative  transex- 
uals. New  York  attorney  Richard  Levidow  has  ad- 
vised us,  however,  that  a decision  was  made  to  issue 
a birth  certificate  in  the  client’s  new  name  with  the 
original  sex  thereon  crossed  off  and  the  new  sex 
added. 

While  this  is  not  wholly  desirable,  it  is  a toe  in 
a door  formerly  completely  locked.  Also,  it  is  one 
way  of  correcting  a clerical  error. 


IHLENFELD  ITEMS 

Charles  L.  Ihlenfeld,  M.D.,  formerly  associated 
with  Dr.  Harry  Benjamin  and  president  of  the  Harry 
Benjamin  Foundation  for  the  Study  of  Gender  Iden- 
tity, has  been  giving  a number  of  lectures  to  aca- 
demic and  medical  groups.  We  are  pleased  to  learn 
that  he  has  transferred  his  residency  in  psychiatry 
to  New  York,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Department  of 
Psychiatry,  which  had  notified  us  several  years  ago 
of  their  interest  in  establishing  an  evaluation  and 
gender  identity  counseling  center  for  their  midtown 
West  Side  cachement. 

Dr.  Ihlenfeld  will  participate  on  a panel  on  gender 
identity  with  Norman  Fisk,  M.D.,  Anke  A.  Ehrhardt, 
Ph.D.  and  Paul  Walker,  Ph.D.,  at  the  September

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BOSTON  ALSO  SERVES 

About  four  years  ago  a grant  was  given  by  EEF 
to  help  establish  the  Boston  Gender  Identity  Ser- 
vice. Its  founder,  Deborah  Feinbloom,  college  in- 
structor and  graduate  student  in  sociology  and  psy- 
chology, had  become  interested  in  the  subject 
through  counseling  a transvestite  individual  who 
came  to  realize  that  the  condition  was  transexualism 
rather  than  transvestism. 

Since  that  time  more  than  250  individuals  have 
sought  help  through  the  Service  which  has  a staff 
of  about  a dozen  professionals,  most  of  whom  donate 
their  services.  Evaluation,  counseling,  referral  for 
hormonal  treatment,  assistance  in  dealing  with  fam- 
ily legal  and  social  problems,  adjustment  to  the 
new  gender  role  are  just  a few  of  GIS  contributions. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  contacts  with  various 
sectors  of  the  community,  in  the  insurance  field  and 
among  medical  and  mental  health  groups.

BRITISH  CONFERENCE  ON  HEALING 

Parapsychologist  and  co-author  of  Executive  ESP 
Douglas  Dean  represented  EEF  at  the  April  confer- 
ence “Towards  Wider  Horizons  of  Healing.’’  spon- 
sored by  the  Healing  Research  Trust,  the  Scientific 
and  Medical  Network,  and  the  British  Committee  for 
Natural  Therapeutics,  held  at  the  University  of  Read- 
ing, England. 

The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  explore 
how  medically  registered  and  non-medically  regis- 
tered practitioners  of  the  healing  arts  could  be 
brought  closer  together  practically  and  also  how  the 
spiritual  component  in  man  and  the  universe  could 
be  reintroduced  into  doctors’  training.

America,  that  of  Dr.  Bernard  Grad,  Dr.  Justa  Smith, 
Dr.  Dolores  Krieger,  Dr.  Richard  Miller,  and  his 
own  research  with  Edward  Brame,  Jr.,  on  hydrogen 
bonding  changes  in  water  due  to  a healer’s  hands. 

HEALING  INFORMATION  FOR  M.D.S. 

More  than  27,000  American  physicians  and  psy- 
chiatrists requested  and  received  three  45-minute 
tapes  entitled  “The  Natural  Process  of  Healing,” 
offered  by  Hoffman-LaRoche.  Inc.,  the  world’s  sec- 
ond largest  pharmaceutical  firm.  The  tapes  contain 
panel  discussions  by  distinguished  physicians  and 
experts  on  the  use  of  mental  methods  and  faith 
healing  in  medical  practice.

A DuPont  Co.  researcher,  Edward  G.  Brame,  Jr., 
who  is  also  a parapsychologist,  has  been  conducting 
thousands  of  experiments  for  several  years  and  has 
found  that  the  molecular  properties  of  water  are 
changed  by  psychic  energy.  Distilled  water  in  a 
glass  jar  held  by  a psychic  healer  for  20  minutes 
undergoes  molecular  change.  The  same  thing  hap- 
pened when  a jar  of  water  was  placed  in  the  center 
of  a group  of  people  who  silently  concentrated  on  it. 
The  changed  properties  lasted  up  to  a period  of 
120  days. 

Dr.  J.  Shoneberg  Setzer,  a Lutheran  minister  and 
staff  psychologist  at  Harwick  College,  Oneonta,

with  60  students  in  which  water  taken  from  church 
sanctuaries  was  used  to  sprinkle  radish  seedlings.

Several  years  ago  a campus  parapsychology  club 
was  formed  at  California  State  College  in  Sonoma 
to  support  the  establishment  of  parapsychology  as 
a recognized  and  respected  area  of  inquiry  in  aca- 
demic institutions.  Psychic  Studies  Year  1974-75 
was  initiated,  activities  organized  and  a Psychic 
Counseling  Center  in  the  Student  Health  Center  was 
well  received  with  faculty  cooperation. 

The  club,  called  Ubiquity,  endeavored  to  encour- 
age the  formation  of  similar  groups  on  other  cam- 
puses and  expanded  their  newsletter  to  a monthly 
publication,  UBIQUITY  INTERCHANGE. 

In  a similar  light  in  the  professional  field,  as  an- 
nounced in  the  Association  for  Humanistic  Psy- 
chology Newsletter  recently,  steps  are  being  taken 
to  organize  the  Humanistic  Parapsychology  Network.
